HIDES MYSTERY. 


‘Alamitos Bay Car Kills Man, 


Beggar or Robber? 


Crew Thought He Wore Mask 


As He Stepped Out. 


Was in Fantastic Attire and 


Carried Tableware. 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 31.—A south- 
bound Alamitos Bay car, in charge of 
Conductor E. E. Hake and Motorman 
Walter Mooney, tonight struck and 
killed a man at the Ross Machine 
Works, three blocks from Alamitos 
Bay. His actions indicated that he had 
formed the intention of holding up the 
car. Letters found on the body seemed 
to show that he was E. Tasso, a French 
Canadian, son of the editor of a Tory 
paper in Montreal. 

The car was due at Alamitos Bay at 
7:10. At the edge of the Caretta villa, 
Mooney stopped to let off the last pas- 
senger. He had just started up again, 
when a man stepped out from behind 
a post in front of the car, throwing out 
a hand as he did so. Mooney caught a 
fleeting glimpse of a face, half hidden 
by a dark cloth. The next instant the 
man was under the wheels, with a cry 
checked in its agony, yet piercing the 
roar of the surf. Mooney threw on 
emergency and stopped the car in its 
own length. 

The body was found lying across the 
rail, the skull fractured, one arm 
ground to pieces and both legs cut off. 
Scattered about the track were sev- 


eral pieces of cheap tableware, consist- 


ing of knives, spoons and forks, which 
had evidently been tied in a towel, the 
latter bearing a laundry mark of either 
K. G. or XIX. 

HIS PECULIAR ATTIRE. 

The man was fantastically attired. 
He had on a biack double-breasted 
coat, and under it was a bathing suit 
and a lady’s undervest. He wore two 
pairs of socks and a pair of long stock- 
ings.” Over a pair of knickerbocker 
trousers he had half of a pair of black 
trousers, which he wore in the manner 
of a drayman's apron.

Germany is not seek- 
ing to discourage foreign investment, 
but is trying to direct capital Into 
channels more favorable to the em- 
pire’s colonial and poll- 
cles.

BOARD OF EDUCATION PLANS A 
MODERN STRUCTURE. 


A School of Manual Arts Is to Be 
Included and Another Grammar 
School to Cost Thirty-five Thou- 
sand Dollars Is to Be Built Later 
in the Year. 

MONROVIA, Jan. 31.—At a special 
meeting of the Board of Education 
held last night the contract for con- 
struction of the new High School build- 
ing was let to L. W. Bell of Los An- 
geles. The cost of remodeling and en- 
larging the present Ivy-avenue school 
in accordance with the classic design 
of Architects Allison & Allison, pub- 
lished in The Timés some weeks ago, 
will be $63,000.. The structure will be 
practically fireproof with white ce- 
ment cased brick walls and genuine 
tile roof. It will have a frontage of 
200 feet on Ivy avenue and a depth 
of over seventy feet. The Ivy-avenue 
grammar. school building, which will 
be incorporated in the High School, 
and the site of approximately four 
acres, were purchased from the gram- 
mar school district for $50,000. 

A school of manual arts having a 
frontage of sixty feet on Palm ayenue 
is included in the contract for the 
High School building. It will be on 
the High School campus, but separate 
from the science and academic struc- 
ture. The contract price for the High 
School is considerably less than the 
architects’ estimate and leaves suffi- 
cient funds in the treasury for fur- 
nishing and equipment, including 
chemical and physical science labora- 
tories. 

A grammar school to cost $35,000, re- 
placing the Ivy-avenue school, will be 
built in the current year. The site 
has not been decided upon, but will 
be in the vicinity of the present school. 
Over $3000 has been spent by the Board. 
of Education improving the sanitation. 
and lighting of the Orange-avenue 
grammar school, the first erected in 
the city. Recently-erected ools are 
among the best examples in thern 
California of convenience, scientific 
lighting and sanitation. 

The h School and manual arts 
buildings, while architecturally satis- 
fying, embody the last achievements 
in hygienic arrangement, lighting, 
heating and ventilation. 

REMARKABLE STORM. 

The storm which, after an intermis- 
sion of twelve hours, continued all 
last night, was in some respects the 
remarkable ever experienced 

re. 

The heavy, murky atmosphere which 
characterized the day, was as unusual 
as the remarkable electric disturbance 
which distinguished the storm from 
the ordinary seasonal downpour. 
About 11 o’clock p.m., lightning struck 
the main wire of the Edison Electric 
Company between here and Pasadena 
and the city was in total darkness 
until after midnight. It was evident 
from the lightning, which at frequent 
intervals swept the mountains with the 
minuteness of a titanic searchlight, 
that the elements were waging terrific 
war along the range. After midnight 
the temperature fell and the precipita- 
tion above the 3000-foot level must 
It is 
owing to this that the run-off from the 
mountains, despite the rainfall of the 
preceding twenty-four hours, is rela- 
tively light. The San Gabriel River 
continues at flood mark, but is not 
rising. 

The Pacific Electric Company has 
carefully guarded its track since the 
alarm was sent in at 2 o'clock a.m. 
Sunday and the menaced embank- 
ments have been sufficiently strength- 
ened to withstand the terrific impact 
of the torrent. The Santa Fe Rail- 
road bridge and flanking culverts, one 
mile south of the Pacific Electric 
crossing, are also under patrol, but 
considered in little danger unless the 
river seeks a new channel to the south. 

The precipitation for last night and 
season, as recorded by government 
gauges, was as follows: Storrs ranch. 
mouth of San Gabriel Canyon,. 1.57 
inches, season, 14.05 inches. Monrovia, 
storm, 1.33 inches; season, 10.92 inches.

Last night it was 
found that the trestle which collapsed 
yesterday morning was again showing 
signs of weakening, tie continued 
sweep of waters undermining the em- 
bankment of sand sacks, and service 
was discontinued. — 

Today large crews of section men are 
working hard to save the trestle and 
strengthen others along the road. The 
culvert on the branch of the Y leading 
north on Daisy avenue went out this 
morning and the ground has been 
washed out entirely up to the tracks 
around the west bluff, making it im- 
possible to run the daily trip necessary 
to hold the franchise. 

Ranchmen all along the San Gabriel 
channel have abandoned other work 
and are busy watching their levees 
to prevent any weak spot giving away. 
So far there has been little damage 
reported. The volume of water and 
the current, however, has become so 
strong in the main channel that own- 
ers of launches and boat houses are 
today removing them to Channel Three 
in the inner harbor, where there is 
quiet water and they anticipate no 
disaster to their shipping.

A tablet 
in St. Anne’s Church, Dublin, marks the 
spot where this gifted woman lies, and in 
the Cathedral of St. Asaph her brother 
erected a similar stone with this appropri- 
ate inscription: “In memory of Felicia 
Hemans, whose ebaracter is best portrayed 
in her writings.”
